The national team Is the biggest publicity-grabber 
that soccer has. 

Everyone wants to know who !s in line for selection, they like 
to look forward to imernational games, and the players them- 
selves strive hard to make the national team thelr goal. 

We have none of that eat the moment. 

In fact we haven't had It since the World Youth 

five months ago. 

instead of capitalising on those championships, the ASF 
forgot all about them! 

The result is that the public has no idea who our Internationel 
players are and there is no scope to build up auch players in the 
media. 


{ urge the ASF bosses to put their heads together and think 
hard about this. 

What soccer nesds now Is a programme of glamorous Inter- 
nstional matches to capture the public's imagination. 

Without kt, we might have to kiss the next World Cup good- 
bye, 2s we did the last two. 

Yet with 24 nations qualifying now, It should be easier than 
ver for us to make it. 

Let’s not be under the mistaken Impression however that 
money alone will get us there. 

AE I ever seem to read le how much sponsorship money we 
can expect for the next World Cup campaign. 

But it wasn’t money that brought success to New Zealand, 
nor to Kuwait, although Kuwalt has money by the barre!-full. 

No, it was Intelligent preparation and it was also top-class 

that brought success to those countries. 

But instead of preparing ourselves we look set to waste at 
least 5 year, the same way we wasted e year after the 1974 
World Cup finals, through which the Socceroos created 
enormous interest among all Australisns. 

More examples of soccer killing itself from within: 

First, we have State League soccer dropped altogather from 
Channel 7 in Sydnoy, with PSL monopolising the coverage. 

And of course British soccer still gots pride of place as well. 

Yet isn’t it more Important'to publicise State League soccer 
than British soccer? 

Next, we ece that Sydney's PSL clubs have banded togeth- 
er to produce a co-operative match programme. 

Good move. 

However, It seems not even the PSL clubs can work tegeth- 
er. Wherees St. Georgo, Sydney City, APIA and Marconi are a 
party to the programme. Sydney Otympic mysteriously Is not.

Now to the bigger issues. 

Kow ridiculous is it that the State League kicks off with 
Blacktown’'s under 16s playing at 3 pm, the same time thet our 
sonior team plays on the ground opposite? 

That junior game involved 60 or 70 parents who therefore 
could not see the senior game. What's more Important Is that 
the junior players coukin't see the senior game sither — and 
it's from the seniors that they should be learning. 

Why doesn’t the Federation finally take steps to get all 
juniors to play on Saturday and Sunday mornings to enable 
them and their parents to go to sanior games in the afternoons? 

Instead, we have amateurs competing with seml-pros and 
semi-pros competing with the so-called pros etc. etc. etc. 

Lat’s finality make it easier for soccer to do wall in Austrailia. 
isn't it time soccer stopped holding Itself back? 

The potontial is there. 

We have clubs and compstitions which cand and should be 
promoted much more intensively, and we cortalinly have the 
playors. 

They are coming through the ranks with exciting regularity. 
Look around: Renato Licats, Attila Carbone and especially 
young Tom McCulloch (George's son) are doling fine things at 
Marconi, Socrates Nicolaides has hit the Hmellght at South 
Melbourne Hellas; Charile Yankos Is getting better and better 
at Heidelberg; Mark Barton and David Skeen are sterring st St. 
George; Sulejman Curovic Is emerging as a potential ster at 
Footscray JUST; Tom Totsikes and Robbie Dunn are big suc- 
cesses at West Adelaide; fen Cray is consolidating his position 
at APIA, and so It goes on.

Meanwhile Croatia welcomed two overseas recruits 
last Monday.

The NSW Equity 
Court last week re- 
jected an injunction

He said Channel 7 had 
apologised over the epi- 
sode and talks were under 
way to work out a formal 
agreement on future use 
by Channel 7 of 0-28 foot- 
age. 

Warren’s legal repre- 
sentatives made it clear 
during the court hearing 
that because of financial 
limitations, it would be im- 
possible to put a lengthy 
submission.

Billy Rogers may be king of the 
comebacks, but would he be fit 
enough this time? 

That was the big question when Rogers retur- 
ned to training with South Melbourne Hellas last 
week. 

At 32, he’s no spring chicken. And he 
hasn't played since the end of last season — 
about five months ago. 

Rogers himself didn’t share those doubts. 

The day we talked to him, he’s risen at 6.30 am for his 
daily two-mile run. He doesn't drink nor smoke, and he’s 
actually taken off five pounds since he stopped playing. 

He was hoping like hell that he’d get to play against 
his old club, APIA, last Sund 


ay. 
But whatever happened at the weekend, Rogers is set 
to resume his role as the midfield strong-man of Hellas. 


The call went out to him after Grant Turner’s return to 
New Zealand and after Hellas had dropped three points 
from two games, against Sydney City Hakoah, and West 
Adelaide Hellas. 


Rogers had quit at the end of 1981 to concentrate on his 
plumbing business and because he was sick of the travel 
back and forth from his home at Launching Place, about 
60 km from Melbourne. 


But soccer’s still in his blood and he started bubbling 
win renewed enthusiasm when Hellas asked him to come 
ack. 


It’s his second comeback with Hellas. He guit three 
years ago and was out of the game for 12 months after 
Hellas failed to respond to his demands for a new con- 
tract. 


Yet even after a one-year absence, Rogers had no 
trouble fitting in again when coach John Margaritis 
called him back. ; 


The most spectacular comeback however, was Rogers’ 
return to the national team last year. : 


Coach Rudi Gutendorf decided he needed a_midfield 
destroyer and it was Rogers he chose, even though Ro- 
gers’ last game for Australia had been nine years earlier 
— against Pele’s team FC Santos in 1972, when he came 
on as a substitute for Adrian Alston. 


Australia managed a 2-2 draw that day, with Jimmy 
Rooney and Ray Baartz scoring the goals. 


Rogers had played for Australia once previously, ina 
2-2 draw with Wolverhampton Wanderers the same year. 


And so Rogers wore the green and gold again in 1981, 
for Australia’s opening World Cup qualifying game 
against New Zealand in Auckland. 


Australia drew that game 2-2, but lost the return 0-2 in 
Sydney, and Rogers was dropped in the purge that follow- 
ed.

dedicated, tireless fighter who serves-as an inspiration to 
his team mates. 


Born in South Africa, he played under 14 soccer there 
as a goalkeeper. 


His first club in Australia was Sunshine City, where he 
was promoted from the under 16s to the reserves and then 
the senior team which benefited greatly from his high 
work rate for two seasons, before he switched to Mel- 
bourne-Hungaria. 

There he became the club’stop scorer, in 1970, when he

After two years with Metbourne, he headed for Sydney 
to join Auburn where he stayed for three years. 


Then it was off to APIA, a champion team at the time, 
featuring Peter Ollerton, Jimmy Rooney and Terry But- 
ler. It was at APIA that he shifted back to midfield. 

Now in his fifth season with Hellas, he is putting every- 
thing he has into his comeback. 

“I’m not coming back to play for the reserves or to sit 
on the bench,”’ he said, ‘‘and by putting in the effort, I'll 
get the results.’ 
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Altona Gate-

fellow defenders assigned 
the task of quelling the 
rampaging Pines’ strike 
force. 

Altona City, the only 
club to be relegated during 
the major league reshuffle 
four weeks ago, confronts 
Italian-sponsored Fawkner 
at Kim Reserve on Satur- 
day. 

Altona recently signed 
Jim Leonard, a full back 
from Dundee in Scotland 
and he could find himself 
pitted against the elusive 
Mario Anselma, Faw- 
Kner’s close season signing 
from Doncaster Rovers. 

Hans van der Poel 
returns to the Altona goal 
while Nat Little, Steve 
Jones and Howard Mercer 
have again signed for this 
season, 

However it’s unlikely 
that midfielder George 
Watters will be seen in 
Altona colors this year and 
Billy Whyte still is over- 
seas. 

I lean slightly to Faw- 
kner in this clash. With the 
Sabidussi brother — Bruno 
and Carlo — in midfield, 
the visitors should have 
their fair share of posses- 
sion and may do just 
enough to shade an Altona 
side which will surprise a 
lot of teams in 1982. 

Hellas-Mordialloc, St. 
Albans Dinamo, Heidel- 
berg, Bundoora, Ringwood 
United Serbia — perhaps 
Second Division Metro 
should be called the Amal- 
gamation League. 

All these clubs will find 
the second string sides of 
Preston Makedonia, Hei- 
delberg Alexander and 
Footscray J.U.S.T. a hand- 
ful this year.

Pay is for service!

The right of a player to appeal against the 
transfer fee placed upon his head by his club 
has had an inflationary effect upon Australian 
transfer fees. 


The rationale behind the introduction of Appeals Boards was to 
give players the chance to gain a fair and reasonable transfer 


Clubs haven’t been slow in fitting their interests into the struc- 
ture of the Appeals Board system. 

Now clubs place even higher transfer fees upon pl ayers. ex- 
pecting Appeals Boards to drop the transfer price by a few thou- 
sand dollars. 

However, in the case of Melbourne Croatia striker Car] Gilder, 
the $15,000 placed upon his head was not knocked down by the 
Appeals Board. 

The terms of reference for the VSF Appeals Board are curious. 
They are: 

In determining the transfer fee the tribunal (Appeals Board) 
shall consider the following points: (1) Cost of player to club (2) 
Length of service to club, (3) Signing-on fee and match fee paid 
by club, (4) Player's age, (5) Player’s standard at joining club 
and at time of transfer. 

it amazes this writer that the VSF Appeals Board, indeed any 
Appeals Board, can take into consideration the match fee paid by 
the club. 

Surely that match fee is a payment for service, nothing more, 
nothing less. The club is the employer, if you like, and pays the 
player — its employee — a match fee which can be likened only to 
a weekly wage. 

That match fee is a subject for private negotiation between 
player and club and it is ludicrous in the extreme to include 
match fees when considering a fair and reasonable price to be 
placed upon a player’ s head.

Childs — Welsh born, Eng- 
lish educated, ex-RAF, ex- 
Wollongong and Northern 
NSW Foderation secretary — 
resigned to take up an execu- 
tive post in Queensland with a 
network of food stores. 


To me, he always has epito- 
mised the ideal club secretary: 
intelligent, efficient, antar- 
prising, creative and highty 
imaginative. On top of that he 
has managed to remain affab- 
le; even at the end of a hard 
day — often ending at 8pm — 
pleasant, polite and for ever 








willing to get involved In one 
of those interminable 
""~what's-wrong-with-the- 
game” type of discourses. 

His critics st times claimed 
that David Childs had “‘falled” 
with Wollongong and with 
Northern NSW. Actually, it 
was the club and that Feder- 
ation that failod HIM. 

In Sydney City, sponsored 
by the Sydney Hakoah club, 
David found his metier; this 
non-Jewish Anglo-Saxon 
fitted perfectly into what must 
have been an alien setting for 
him. 

Hakoah is a rich club, a luxu- 
rious club, a totally European 
club but may not be an easy 
club to work for. 


Somebody — a _ club 
member — once cracked to 
me: 


“In APIA, Nick Papallo is

As some readers might sus- 
pect, | am seldom in awe of 
our soccer administrators; the 
majority are honest but drab 
men dabbling Into a great un- 
known, with predictably poor 
results. 


That goes for Federations, 
too, not just the clubs. The ll- 


David Childs was one of the 
exceptions. Whether he was 
arranging a gala evening at the 
club, negotiating with a spon- 
sor, mesting with other club 
officials or briefing his supori- 


ors, he was rarely at his 
second best. 

And now —he is out of soc- 
cer. As he says, long term 
career considerations forced 
him to quit the gamo he deeply 
loves and understands. 

The very best leave the 
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game; the very worst stay on 
for ever. How 
sad,

Also last week, Radio 2GB’s 
sports editor threw a fet cat 
among the pigeons with his al- 
legations that a ‘minor sport 
with a national sponsor’ had 
tried to bribe him. He was 
offered $100 cash a week for a 
few minutes of radio time on 
Saturday mornings. 

The editor, Richard Fisk, 
wouldn't name the sport, 
Could it have been soccar? Woe 
all wonder. 

Fisk also sald that he knew 
“at least four’’ Sydney journa- 
lists taking bribes from various 
sports. Naturally, he wouldn‘t 
name the gallant four.

portedly also ‘‘on the take?” 
Sydney club officials talk 
about this with amzzing open- 
ness but none of them are pre- 
pared to be quoted.

It’s a sad refiection of our 
times that journalists should 
accept two payments for the 
one job — one from thelr om- 
ployers, one from the sport it- 
self. 


Still, undoubtedly, a few of 
them do. Those who offer 
these inducements are just as 
guilty as those who take it, let 
alone demand it. 


But beyond the moral im 
plication, one really wonders 
what miracles these bribed 
reports are supposed to per- 
form? Are they worth being 
corrupted? 


If- any of them would heve 
ever demonstrated an ability 
to pack the grounds, I’d say 
the temptation of the bribers 
was at least understandable. 


However, week aftor dreary 
week, their writing or com- 
mentary has not even the 
most miniscule effect on at- 
tendances; ff anything, it 
keeps fans disenchanted with 
the game. 


The only sensible thing 
would be to pay tham a small 
weekly retainer — and ask 
them not to write anything at 
all. Perhaps that would bring 
about some positive results.

The proverbial bull dust really hit the sand 
in Sydney last week with sensational allega- 


tions of payola going the way of all

erful sports comentators. 


The rationale for these 
storeis seems to be that 
the many sports battling 
for survival and the elu- 
sive sponsorship doliar are 
seeking ways of ensuring 
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guranteed exposure on TV 
and Radio. 

We in soccer are familar 
with the very problems 
they are talking about even 
if many of our sports’ 
wounds are self inflicted 
when it comes to media re- 
lations. ; 

Witness the latest fracas 
between the Philips 
Soccer League and the 
various State Leagues. 

There are numerous 
others even worse off than 
the round-ball code. 

However, out of all the 
hullabaloo and protesta- 
tions from outraged media 
personalities something 
good may emerge. Soccer 
and the many other sports 
and, dare we say, the 
largely dormant Con- 
federation of Australian 
Sport which is expected to 
represent all of us, should 
not allow this affair to 
become a nine day wonder. 

Let's take up the cudgels 
and demand a thorough in- 
vestigation into why some 
sports feel it necessary to 
spend their meager re- 
sources on allegedly grea- 
sing the palms of come- 
ntators. 

Why don’t all Radio and 
TV stations as well as 
newspapers, do their job, 
which is to present the 
news and information in a 
manner and format at 
least roughly representa- 
tive of the size of public 
participation and standard 
of competition in each of 
these sports, within the 
obvious limitations of time 
and space? 

On what basis do sports 
get classified into ‘‘minor”’ 
and ‘‘major’’ categories? 


What are the guidelines 
for deciding on the slot for 
each sport, this arbitrary 
type-casting which can 
well determine its future 
hopes for sponsorship and 
attracting crowds? 

Now that the lid has 
been blown off we may 
well be entitled to ask why 
certain afternoon news- 
papers devote, on occa- 
sion, 85 percent or more of 
their sporting space to 
Rugby League and Racing. 

In fact, maybe the time 
has arrived for the Aus- 
tralian sporting media to 
be put under the micro- 
scope, one which should 
focus in on the profes- 
sionalism, knowledge, 
competence and fair mind- 
edness of some of our 
fellow journalists, editors 
and producers.

Just to stay with the 
media theme a little while 
longer, it is a pity that a 
semblance of respect and 
co-operation cannot be 
maintained within the 
soccer press of this coun- 
try. 

Last week I felt the need 
to refer to another soccer 
publication which, judging 
by the latest issue seems 
to specialise in denigrating 
anything that looks the 
least bit like competition. 


All I can say is that in 
business, everybody 
should get judged by the

The ‘big boot’ Is 
the best way 
to lose the ball 


Viewing recent matches from England on 
television, | despair at the number of teams 
that still persist, with the goalkeeper in pos- 
session of the ball, in using the very often 
non-productive ‘‘big boot’’ towards the half- 


way line. 


This normally results in a 
big battle and frequent loss of 


possession of the ball. = 


This tactic is applied so 
much by our own teams here 
in Australia. Some of the 
coaches responsible for those 
teams, very often talk of play- 
ing skillful, creative and enter- 
taining soccer and yet still per- 
sist with a tactic that gives the 
bal] away with almost reckless 
abandon and obvious regu- 
larity. 


On the other hand there 
often is a paranoid anxiety 
present in many spectators 
and team officials when their 
team is prepared to receive 
the ball from the goalkeeper in 
areas close to their own goal 
and play out from the back. 


Victoria played this system 
of building up from the back in 
their recent fixtures versus 
New Zealand and Hungary. 


Unfortunately the patience 
shown by the Victorian players 
in building up their attack did 
not carry through to the 
anxious Victorian supporters. 


Surely, for a team to reach 
AT least the halfway line with 
the ball in their composed pos- 
session, is a much better pro- 
position than the ball in the air 
with the chance that your 
team may or may not win the 
first touch, and then have to 
battle for possessions after 
that. 


Generally an organised 
defence can deal with the pre- 
dictable “big boot’ attack, 
with a good challenge in the 
air and cover behind the chal- 
lenge. 

That does not mean that the 
kick from the goalkeeper has 
no place in the game; per- 
formed at the right time it can 
be effective but I believe it is 
generally overworked. Evi- 
dence of it being used success- 


fully was seen with Victoria’s 
first goal against New Zealand 
scored by Dave Brogan from 
Lou Denys’s long kick. 

Playing out from the back 
does not mean one or two 
passes and back to the 
goalkeeper. It needs an organ- 
ised and pre-conceived policy 
of moving the bail forward 
using players in rear positions 
to start the movements. 

That same policy must be 
developed on training nights so 
players understand their role. 
Generally operations are 
directed by the player, who 
may be the sweeper. 


Heidelberg United with 
John Yzendorn plays it well 
and last week I saw West Adel- 
aide playing this system with 
Neil McGachey outstanding. 


On the local scene the very 
successful Green Gully Ajax 
play the system with super 
confident John Gardiner pull- 
ing the strings. 


Why play from the back? 

Very basically to ensure 
that our team retains posses- 
sion of the ball, albeit in 
areas close to our own goal. It 
can also ensure that our player 
is in a composed state when in 
possession to deliver a quality 
pass to players around him. 


Players can also decide to 
run the ball forward if the situ- 
ation is on. Using this principle 
of playing from the back we 
may encourage the opposition 
to become stretched defen- 
sively and ease the problem of 
playing through them. Added 
to this, the opposing front 
players may have to do much 
defensive running to prevent 
the ball being played forward. 
This of course acts as 9 drain 
of their physical resouces 
which they need so much when 
they are in possession.

A training accident has put 
Brisbane City’s former Soc- 
ceroo fullback Steve Perry on 
crutches and out of the game 
for at least a month. 


But stand-in fullback John 
McVeigh, a former midfielder- 
striker, has proved quite ca- 
pable and was among the 
better players in City’s far- 
from-convincing 3-1 win over 
Wollongong. 


Perry chipped a bone in his 
ankle during a training game 
last Friday. City was playing a 
PSL v State League team trial 
when, two minutes from time, 
Perry went into a tackle with 
striker Barry Kelso, who was 
playing for the State Leaguers. 


Perry’s ankle swelled im- 
mediately and on Sunday he 
had plaster up to the knee. 
Perry said he would see a spe- 
cialist this week but at the 
very best he did not expect to 
be training for a month. 


Normally that would have 
been disastrous news for City 
as Perry is one of its most re- 
liable players and although 
normally right back, fills in 
along the backline when the 
need arises. Only two weeks 
ago in Melbourne he played 
sweeper for the suspended 
Dunne in City’s match against 
Makedonia. 


But McVeigh has proved a 
surprise package at fullback 
and is giving City a new facet 
of attack with his curling 
crosses from around the half- 
way line into the penalty box. 


McVeigh, who last season 
was a fringe player mainly due 
to injury, was first pushed 
back into defence when Dunne 
was sent from the field in the 
Derby with Lions three weeks 
ago. 


He stayed in the position and 
looks to be improving “with 
each game. He did little wrong 
in last weekend’s clash with 
Wollongong but, to be honest, 
it was a game in which no-one 
tarnished or enhanced their 
reputations. 


The only exception was skil- 
ful winger Willie Conner, who 
these days seems a ball of 
energy- 


Conner was involved in all 
three City goals. His corner 
gave City its first, he scored 
the second and it was his bril- 
liant through ball which put 
City on the road to its third. 


Conner, whose close control 
is a delight to watch, rounded 
with ease the Wolves defend- 
ers who repeatedly committed 
themselves too early and he 
was unlucky not to add more to 
the scoresheet. 


City started the game with 
plenty of fire and big striker 
Kelso could have put the home 
side to a good early lead. But 
two good saves by Natch Var- 
dareff kept Wollongong in the 
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game and slowly the Wolves 
began mounting attacks on the 
City goal. 


The prime instigator was 
centre forward Roy Cotton, 
who with Amo Bertogna and at 
times Lee Adam, looked the 
only Wollongong players who 
could hold their own in top 
company. 


Cotton was willing to run 
back and forward across the 
width of the park looking for 
an opening and was finally re- 
warded in the 34th minute. He 
completely skinned Dunne and 
his good shot was parried by 
City keeper Kim Wishart 
across the goal for Glenn Fon- 
tana to side foot it. 


Amazingly several City de- 
fenders stood and appealed for 
offside as they watched Fon- 
tana race in and finish the 
move 


With that goal under their 
belt the Wolves should have at 
least gone home with a point 
because City was far from its 
best. But with Bertogna alone 
carrying the defence it was not 
surprising to see City equalise 
three minutes from halftime 
through Barry Kelso after 
loose marking of the men who 
set it up. Frank Pimblett and 
Bevan Bohan. 


To their credit the Wolves 
had two good chances, one a 
good volley by Fontana which 
hit the crossbar, but after that 
they offered little in the way of 
winning determination. 


After Conner got his goal in 
the 59th minute City had a 
period of concentrated attack 
with close chances being 
missed by Peter Carey, Frank 
Liddell and Pimblett and a 
delicate chip from Conner 
well-saved by Vardareff. 


The only hint of any attack 
from Wollongong came 
through a cracking 30-metre 
drive from Adam which hit the 
crossbar but rebounded down 
and away. 


When Bobby Hamilton came 
on for the flu-affected Kelso in 
the 70th minute he gave them 
the same width on the left that 
Conner had made on the right. 


After several unsuccessful 
raids down the flank it seemed 
only a matter of time before 
City would get another. It 
finatly came six minutes from 
time when Hamilton ran onto a 
superb ball from Conner and 
crowed perfectly for Carey to 
n in. 


It was City’s first win of the 
season but one which it should 
not be too happy about. City 
was definitely not as good as 
the scoreline showed and 
much more effort and com- 
mitment is needed to recap- 
ture the sturdy form of last 
season. 


As for Wollongong, coach 
Ken Morton considered his 
team was robbed and only 
needs a change of luck for the 
results to start coming. 

On last Sunday’s perform- 
ance a heart transplant for at 
least six of his players would 
be in order. Bertogna must get 
sick of carrying them each 
week.

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St George's exciting young striker Mark Barton was 
on the brink of swapping a soccer ball for a surf- 
board until Frank Arok cams along and gave Barton a 







chance to establish himself in the first team. 


Now the Barton-Des 
Marton combination 
grows in Stature as every 
PSL game passes. It 
wasn't always so. 

Displeasure over “‘big 
name” South American 
imports bsing given a 
chance ahead of him and 
a verbal clash with 
former coach Raul 
Bianco almost convinced 
Barton that Bondi beach 
was better than St. 
George Stadium. 

But the St George club 
has bean a home away 
from home for the boy 
who signed with the 
Saints when he was 14. 

That was after 4 
seven-year stint with 
local club Lakemba 
which started in the 
under 7's. An old bloke 
called “Pop’’ Gould set 
the groundwork for the 
development of Barton 
as a PSL player. 

“There weren't many 
people around at the 
time who taught the 
basic skills of the game. 
“Pop’’ taught me tne 
basics and even now he 
comes along to some of 
the St George games to 
see how I'm getting on.” 

Lakemba played in the 
Canterbury District 
Leagues and Barton rep- 
resented Canterbury 
District in the State 
championships. He 
wasn’t keen on what he 
describes és ‘’silly politi- 
cal problems to do with 
Lakemba”. 

That's a reference to 
representing Canterbury 
District in the State 
championships and 
having to stay at Orange, 
the championship venue, 
a week longer than ex- 
pected. 

“When we returned to 
Lakemba we were 4ac- 
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cused of trouping around 
the state because having 
to stay away an extra 
week meant that we 
missed out on an import- 
ant league game. 

‘'$ wanted to get 
away. In those days the 
parents were always 
pushing their boys too 
much. In fact the parents 
ran the show at Lakem- 
ba. 

“St George was a rev- 
) Fh dels 

‘There were so many 
professional people 
there and the facilities 
were marvellous. Geoff 
Bird was my coach when 
1 joined the St. George 
juniors. He had a lot of 
faith in me and he kept 
me going until | was 16 
and moved on into our 
Third Grade side. It took 
me about two years to 
establish myself in Third 
Grade, 

“4 had my first PSL 
game in 1977 again 
Western Suburbs. Since 
then I've had a smatte- 
ring of games, a few 
more each year, but this 
really is the first eyar 
that I've established 
myself in the seniors.” 

Tha teenage Barton 
was surrounded by some 
of the most famous 
names in St George's 
history. The Schaefers 
and Varrens were there 
but the torch which 
glowed throughout the 
time when St George 
was the best team in 
Australia, had started to 
dim. 

‘The club didn’t seem 
to be fully behind the 
team in the latter half of 
the 70's. Too many 
people were living on 
memories and the com- 
mittee seemed to con- 
centrate upon the 
building of its naw sta- 
dium. The depth of the 
senior squad needed to 
be rebuilt but it wasn't,”’ 
he says. 

‘“‘Joe Viasits, flija 
Takac, Joe Gelei and 
Raul Blanco were the 
first team coaches 
before Frank Arok took 
over. 

“NViasits had picked 
me in a junior State team 
earlier in my career. At 
the time he told me that ! 
was playing schoolboy 
football. He must have 
thought I’d be improved 
a bit when he gave mea 
run in St. George's first 
team. He got good 
results with St. George 
and everyone respected 
him. 

“"1 didn't have much to 
do with Takac. After the 
early games (t couldn't 
get into the firsts. There 
were a couple of South 
Americans here, Carlos 
Mendez and Roberto 
Echeverria, and ¢ felt 
unsasy about playing 
with them. To be honest, 
we younger guys didn’t 
think that they put much 
effort into their game. 
They jsut wouldn't run 


for you. 
‘‘| became really 
downhearted. | was in 


the Second Grade team 
at the time and if it 
hadn’t been for Tibor 
Zuckerman, our coach, I 
would have given the 
game away- 

*He encouraged me to 
Stay. He said that | just 
have to do everything 
better to get into the 
first team. I'd even lost 
interest in training but 
Zuckerman kept at me, 
telling me that ! have to 
keep going, that my 
chance would come 
again to prove myssif.” 

The following season, 
1980, was a body blow 
to the once mighty St. 
George. The club was 
relegated from the PSL 
into the NSVWV State Lea- 
gue, the scene of St. 


George's greatest 
triumphs. 
However, optimism 


ran high at the start of 
the 1980 season. 

**“Gelet was a Hun- 
garian and the club had 
high hopes for him. But 
we still were relying too 
heavily on players who 
had been doing the job 
for too long. There was & 


pa oneace rams oe sw 


fesling among thea 
players that they were 
on their own, especially 
when results were bad. 

Everyone tried to do 
the right thing by Gelei. 
We knew that he had a 
PefeleleMmmelale(-le-vecleleliel: Mens 
footbalt but he had a few 
language problems. 
Frankly, he found it hard 
to get his point across. 

“Half-way through 
the season Blanco took 
over. I'll never forget the 
first night he held train- 
Tate ps 

‘We had heard that he 
had set ideas about 
soccer and we knew that 
he had been very suc- 
cessful with Melita 
Eagles in the State Lea- 
gue. 

“He gave us a verbal 
hiding that first night. He 
told us that we were 
unfit and that he would 
get a shot-gun out and 
get rid of a lot of the 
players. That frightened 
some guys into per- 
bist daslinl: B 

“1 was one of the first 
to drop out of the seniors 
when Blanco cams. He 
said that we needed ex- 
perience and he told me

that | was out of the first 
team squad. 

“We had a few words 
with each other and he 
put me in the reserves 
for the rest of the sea- 


son. 

“When things went 
really bad Arok came. 

‘‘I'd have to say that 
Frank Arok probably is 
the best coach that I’ve 
played under. He knows 
what he wants and how 
to get it. Ha demands 
things from players, not 
asks. The big thing about 
arok is that you know 
exactly where you stand 
with him. a 

““As soon as the game 
finishes he’s the nicest 
person you could meet 
but he can be like a 
demon during the 
game. Just the other 
night at training he said 
he was a madman when 
we were playing. At the 
*game’s end though, he’s 
a gentleman.” 


When st George was 
relegated from the PSL 
most pundits predicted 
many years of ignominy 
ahead of the once 
famous Hungarian-spon- 
sored club. Thay hadn't 
reckoned on the magic 
touch of Arok and the 
drive and enthusiasm of 
the committee. 


“1 think that being 
relegated was the best 
thing that could have 
happened to St. George. 

Playing in the NSW 
State League gave me a 









chance to build up my 
confidence and we de- 
veloped a togetherness 
in the first team squad 
which still is with us. We 
got to know and appre- 
ciate Frank Arok last 
year and he hasn't really 
changed even though we 
now play in a much 
higher standard. 

The quickness of oppo- 
sing defences was what 
took me by surprise 
when we started playing 
this year in the PSL. 

*‘For the first 10 
minutes of our first game 
against Canberra | stood 
waiting for the ball to 
coms to me but it was 
long gone by the time ! 
stuck out my foot to 
control it. | thought, my 
God, what's happening 
here? But you soon ad- 
just’. 

Barton has done much 
more than merely adjust 
to PSL soccer. He’s been 
something of a minor 
revelation to date, along- 
side goal machine Des 
Marton. 

“As far as English 
goes Des and } have very 
little understanding. 
Don't get me wrong, 
though. !f | don’t deliver 
the ball to Des where he 
wants it he somehow 
finds the words to tell 
me what he thinks. 

““f{\ player of his class 
gives me a lot of con- 
fidence. His composure 
in front of goal ‘s what 
impresses me most 
about him. ft hope to

learn to be similarly com- 
posed. 

“We are aiming to 
consolidate st. George as 
a PSL club. Secretly 
though 1 reckon the 
committee harbors top 
four ambitions. 

“Ill be happy as tong 
as we keep winning. 

“There's no club in 
Australia to campare 
with St. George. ! think 
that once I’m finished 
with St. George then I'll 
be finished with soccer. 

“It's long been an am- 
bition of mine to be club 
captain at St George. 
Let’s hope that | fulfill 
that ambition in years to 
come.”’

Hard on the heels 
of the Bristol City 
crisis six weeks ago 
when eight first team 
players accepted re- 
dundancy rather than 
see the club with 
over $2.5 million in 
debts fold immedi- 
ately, the extra- 
vagant spending and 
astronomical debts 
have caught up with 
another two English 
League sides that 
have been offered for 
sale — lock, stock 
and barrel. 


Hull City, losing around $27,- 
000 a week and with staggering 
debts of $1.3 mil. is in the 
hands of the receiver and up 
for sale while the latest SOS 
comes from Halifax transfer 
listed all its 17 professionals 
and also offered the club for 
sale. Another crying wolf is 
Plymouth Argyle, losing $9000 
a week and with the prospect 
that $450,000 injected into the 
club by a set of new directors 
in October will have dis- 
appeared by June. 

Hull City’s millionaire 
chairman Chris Needler who 
put up $650,000 of his own 
money in an interest-free loan, 
has been told by his financial 
advisers to stop his money 
flow. The other $650,000 debut 
is owed to the banks. 

Hull's manager is Mike 
Smith, former national man- 
ager of Wales, who is reported 
to get $60,000 a year with his 
chief coach, Cyril Lea getting 
$40,000 a year and even youth 
coach Bobby Brown is report- 
ed to be paid $30,000 a year. 

The Yorkshire club, which 
tumbled from the Second Divi- 
sion to the Fourth Division in 
three years, once pulled in 59,- 
000 fans at its Boothferry Park 
when it played Manchester 
City in the F.A. Cup in 1949. 
Today it is lucky to pull in 4000. 

Halifax Town which has had 
to be re-elected to both the 
Third and Four divisions many 
times, has been kept going 
with $130,000 in hand-outs from 
its wealthy chairman Sam 
Rorke who now says he will 
continue to pay its $7500 a 
week wage Dill and exes for 
only another three weeks. 

Another Yorkshire side, it 
too is on the market for any 
bidder and has been getting 
gates of little over 1500 but in 
1953 pulled in 36,885 when it 
played Spurs at Shay Ground 
in the F.A. Cup. 

Plymouth Argyle which has 
been in the Second Division 
and is managed by former 
Newcastle and Scotland de- 
fender Bobby Moncur, is only 
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managing to attract home 
gates of less than 5000 yet in 
1936 it had 43,596 for its Second 
Division match with Aston 
Villa. Argyle is to try to cut its 
professional staff from 23 to 16 
immediately. 

Many other clubs are in sim- 
ilar plight to Bristol City, Hull 
City, Halifax Town and Ply- 
mouth Argyle and as I predict- 
éd some time ago, some of the 
clubs may not figure on the 
league fixture lists for season 
1982/83. 

For the Football League, the 
Pools Promoters and the PFA 
have made it abundantly clear 
they won't be bailing out 
anyone suffering from self-in- 
flicted injuries.

A year ago it appeared that the 1982 Worid 
Cup inevitably would provide an appropriate 
stage for Diego Maradona to confirm his 
status as the world’s number one player. 


During the past 12 months however Brazil's Zico has emer- 
ged. at 29 years of age and after countless setbacks, as a legiti- 
mate contender for the title following a series of exhinirating 
performances for both his country and Flamengo, the current 
mmter-Continental club champion. 

Born Artur Antunes Coimbra in the Quintini Bocaiuva district 
of Rio, he was reared in a football obsessed environment, his 
father having been a goalkeeper with the popular Vasco da Gama 
club, while two of his four brothers also played soccer at profes- 
sional level. 

It was his elder sister however who first gave him the nick- 
name Zico, which has survived from the evenings when she 
searched local backstreets and beaches for the urchin, one amon, 
thousands pursuing rag balls in dozens of disorderly games, whi 
area t feature of the Brazilian urban landscape. 

In common with virtually all South America’s footballing 
greats, Zico grew up in proverty and presented a heart-rending 
picture when, at 15 years of age, he attended a trial with Flame- 
ngo. 
ee was obvious that the youngster was blessed with remarkable 
skills, yet was far too feeble to withstand the challenges of profes- 
sional football. > 

Flamengo decided to take a gamble. Zico was put on a body- 


building programme. Vitamin pills were pumped into him, weight 


training became a daily ritual and, for the first time, meat was 
introduced to his diet. 

The treatment worked wonders and, although not a Charles 
Atlas look-alike, he was able to withstand the attentions of the 
most rugged defenders in Rio’s youth leagues. 

And attention he was soon getting in abundance, for his first 20 
games produced 27 goals. 

At 18 years of age, Zico was elevated to the first team, only to 
flop badly, simply not yet being ready for the higher grade. 

Another season in the youthn side, which brought 20 goals from 
22 games, not only restored confidence, but gave his game an 
extra dimension in experience and sophistication. 

Brazil selected him for its Olympic combination and a scintilla- 
ting performance against Colombia convinced everybody watch- 
ing that a new star was in the making. 

Restored to Flamengo’s first team, Zico quickly adapted to the 
senior level this second time around and spearheaded its Rio 
League success of 1974, a feat it was to repeat during the two 
following seasons, 

The Brazilian press proclaimed him as the ‘‘New Pele’’. Out- 
siders were sceptical, as the Rio newspapers discover new Peles 
with the regularity that Sydney cricket journalists found new 
Bradmans in the tate 1950s. 

Despite much lobbying on his behalf, the Fiamengo star was 
omitted from Brazil’s 1974 World Cup squad and did not don the 
yellow and blue until two years later and celebrated by hitting the 
winner against Uruguay. 


The following season he claimed four against Bolivia and on the 
domestic scene became the first player to score six at the Mara- 
cana Stadium. 


By this time Brazilian soccer fans were convinced that Zico 
would power their team to a successful assault on the World Cup 
in Argentian. Unfortunately the burden placed upon him was too 
heavy. 


The opening match against Sweden ended in turmoil when it 
was realised that Welsh referee Clive Thomas had disallowed 
Zico’s headed ‘‘winner’’, as the ball crossed the goal line a frac- 
tion of a second after the final whistle had sounded.

That incident epitomised a wretched campaign. Totally unable 
to produce his best form, he wandered ineffectlvely in and out of 
aaa until a rugged Polish tackle ended his involvement in that 
Mundial. 


At least the injury gave him a three-month respite from the 
perpetual whirlpool of Brazilian soccer. Out of the limelight he: 
was able to recharge both his physical and mental batteries, 


Confidence and appetite for the game now restored, and the 
World Cup nightmare behind him, Zico was back to his prolific 
scoring best. 


It wasn’t until last year though that Europe saw the real Zico. 
Jt was he who masterminded Brazil’s clean sweep of England, 
West Germany and France, scoring his 500th senior goal in Paris. 


The Brazilians were immediately installed as World Cup favor- 
ites, 


Flamengo was prospering too. The Rio League, Brazilian 
Championship, Libertadores cup and Inter-Continental Cup are 
all installed in the clubs trophy room. 


Against Chile's Cobreloa in the Libertadores Cup final, Zico 
scored all his team’s four goals, while it was he who created the 
three which sank Liverpool in Tokyo. 


Inevitably, Zico has been a prime target for Europe’s wealthier 
clubs. {n recent years Real Madrid, Internazionale Milan, Barce- 
lona and Juventus ail have been linked with him, but it was AC 
Milan which came nearest to acquiring his signature. 

Zico, who has an Italian grandfather, appeared set to join 
newly-promoted Milan in April of last year, only for Flamengo 
president Antoniode Abranches to produce a financial packet 
which even the Milanese could not match. 

Zico’s contract is a complex document, his earnings are made 
up of a base figure plus the proceeds of an annual benefit matcn, 
money from commercial endorsements, a percentage of gate 
takings and bonuses. 

A conservative estimate of his salary is $350,000 a year. 

Little wonder then, that he stayed in Rio and Milan had to be 
content with the consolation prize (or booby prize?) of Joe Jordan 
as its foreign acquisition. 

Displaying the rare combination of supreme ball control and a 
livewire footballing brain, Zico can dictate a match, irrespective 
of the company he is in. 

With Roma's Roberto Falcao now likely to be available for 
Brazil as a conventional midfielder, Zico probably will adopt an 
attacking role in Spain. 

An exponent of the swerving free kick from outside the box, he 
is a clinical finisher inside it. 


Only once have Zico and Maradona come face to face. Fla- 
mengo — and Zico, won that encounter 2-0, although the Argenti- 
nian was still nursing an injury. 


When they meet again the destination of the World Cup may 
well be determined by the outcome.

Slimmer and more mobile 
than in recent seasons he was 
a continual threat from his 
wide midfield position, where 
I previously had considered 
him too slow to be effective. 

It is possible that had he 
been able to stay on the field, 
instead of coming off midway 
through the second half with a 
muscle strain, he could have 
rallied his fading team-mates. 

I also liked, with reserva- 
tions, the new centre back, 
Don McLeod, who, while frail 
in physique for a centre back, 
gives the impression of 
strength because of the com- 
petitive way he challenges for 
the ball. 

However, under pressure, 
there was a frailty about the 
centre of the Heidelberg back 
four which does not auger well 
for its title prospects. 

Sweeper John Yzendoorn 
would be much more effective 
if he were able to dominate 
things more from the centre of 
the defence. 

His opposite number, David 
Ratcliffe of Saints, is taller, 
heads better and passes better 
than Yzendoorn. 

However, he is not as good

Indeed his lack of ability 
there cost Saints the first goal. 

St George, with its sound 
and stable administration, ex- 
cellent facilities, good playing 
staff and inventive coach, 
Frank Arok, looks all ready to 
be a big top four prospect, with 
title aspirations not out of the 


question. 

While Heidelberg also has 
excellent players and a good 
coach, the upheaval in training 
facilities and a less sound ad-

If all of the players, on the 
other hand, give as much as 
Gary Cole did for one hour and 
Jim Rooney did while he was 
on the park, he may yet realise 
its title aspirations. 


Soviets beat 
Greece 2-0 


THE SOVIET UNION, one 
of stronger contenders for the 
World Cup in Spain this year, 
continued its impressive bulld- 
up for the finals with a 2-9 vic- 
tory over Greece in Athens. 

Even without injured mid- 
field general Vladimir Besso- 
nov, the Soviet Union domi- 
nated the match and would 
have won handsomely but for 
superb goalkeeping — and the 
woodwork. 

Star striker Oleg Blokhin, 
the 1975 European Footballer 
of the Year, almost shattered 
the crossbar with an explosive 
drive in the 72nd minute. 
Seconds later he was again 
denied when Greek goalkeeper 
Nicos Sarganis pulled off an 
astonishing save to turn away 
Blokhin’s shot from point- 
blank range. 

However, Blokhin did have 
the consolation of setting-up 
both goals for Fedor 
Cerrenkov, in the 39th minute, 
and Leonid Buryak, 11 minutes 
later. 

Greece spent most of the 
match pinned down in its own 
half and on the two ocasions it 
threatened, Soviet goalkeeper 
Renat Dasayev pulled off fine 
saves from George Koudas 
and Yannis Valaoras.

The Ulstermen are going to the World Cup 
finals this year for the first time since 1958! 
it's been twenty-four long years since North- 
ern Ireland’s footballers reached the Prom- 
ised Land the last time, so it’s no wonder 
that there was jubilation in Belfast at the end 
of a long, rocky road in the qualifiers. 

The Irishmen were lucky in that the Swedes had a 
horrid start in the group while the Portuguese collapsed 
in the home stretch. 

On the other hand Northern Ireland started off 
auspiciously, with a hard earned and valuable 0-0 draw in 
Israel, followed by a 3-0 win against Sweden. 

The continuation was not quite as good, with a loss in 
Lisbon and a tie against the Scots in Glasgow. 

Tough defence at home resulted in a narrow 1-0 win 
against Portugal, followed by a similar score — but on 
the losing end — in Sweden. 

At this stage matters started to look hopeless for the 
Irish, as a win in Belfast against the Scots seemed impe- 
rative. Alas, this internal ‘“‘Battle of Britain’ ended 0-0. 

That Northern Ireland managed to qualify for Spain is, 
to a large degree, the achievement of Israel. 

It was perhaps the major football miracle of last year 
that tiny Israel managed to annihilate a hapless Portugal 
4-1 in Tel Aviv, leaving the Irish with only one more point 
required for a spot at the Mundial. 

This they more than achieved with a safe and sound 1-0 
win over the same Israelis in Belfast, with Watford’s 
Armstrong scoring the goal that sent them on the road 
to Spain. 

Before the qualifying games started Irish manager 
Billy Bingham said that 10 points would be needed to grab 
second spot in the group — but it turned out that nine was 
sufficient in the end.
